A JOINT RESOLUTION OF THE SENATE AND THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF THE STATE OF 4 

MONTANA REQUESTING AN INTERIM STUDY OF WAYS TO REDUCE INADVERTENT TRAPPING OF 5 

DOGS. 6

WHEREAS, trapping animals in the state is legal under state law, is an activity pursued by many 8 

Montanans, and is a wildlife management tool; and 9 

WHEREAS, the use of snares and other traps can inadvertently capture hunting dogs being lawfully 10 

used for the pursuit of game, and dogs being walked by their owners. 11

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE AND THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF 13 

THE STATE OF MONTANA: 14 

That the Legislative Council be requested to designate an appropriate interim committee or statutory 15 

committee, pursuant to section 5-5-217, MCA, or direct sufficient staff resources to investigate and quantify how 16 

many dogs are trapped and injured and steps that can be taken to reduce those conflicts. 17 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the study examine how other states address the issue of trapping 18 

and dogs. 19 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the committee review regulatory or statutory options that could be 20 

implemented to reduce the inadvertent trapping of dogs. 21 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that if the study is assigned to staff, any findings or conclusions be 22 

presented to and reviewed by an appropriate committee designated by the Legislative Council. 23 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that all aspects of the study, including presentation and review 24 

requirements, be concluded prior to September 15, 2022. 25 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the final results of the study, including any findings, conclusions, 26 

comments, or recommendations of the appropriate committee, be reported to the 68th Legislature. 27
